this combination of measures does not cure 
the_intractability of the aggressor, the Se 
curity Council is authorized to take such 
action by air, sea, or land forces as may be 


nécessary to maintain or restore interna- | 


tional peace and security, Such action, by 
the way, may include demonstrations, block- 
ade, and other military operations by the 
forces of members of the United Nations. 

Military operations by any member or | 
group of members of the United Nations 
will not be wholly practical until the “police 
force” has been established on a mutually- 
agreeable basis—which means an organized 
force or forces with appropriate mobility 
Nor should any more time be lost in setting 
up this essential establishment.

of the Canadian Federation of Mayors and 
Municipalities held at Winnipeg. The effec 
tive age will continue to be set at 70 years. 

There still remains, of course, the matter

Hart said yesterday: “We shall continue 
our policy on behalf of oldgage pensions 
until some definite arrangement has been 
made whereby the pe test is removed 
and the pension made payable to all.”

MANY KINDS OF ORCHIDS 

More than 7,500 kinds of 
orchids are known. They include 
such wild flowers of the woods 
and swamps as the lady-slipper, 
the moccasin flower and the 
dragon’s mouth 

In the Torrid Zone there. are 
many kinds of orchids with “ait 
roots.” The seeds lodge in the 
bark of trees; then. roots grow 
out and hang downward. The

Heat loss from the body is aided 
by air currents playing over the 
skin surface. Recent reports 
showed that heat stroke could 
occur at fairly low temperatures 
(70 deg.

A JUDGE AND A BANK 
N DETROIT THE OTHER day, a U.S. federal judge refused 
to send an embezzling bank clerk to jail, and freed him 
instead. 

Although the accused admitted taking $2,500 over a two-year 
period by juggling certain records, the judge suspended a one- 
year sentence and placed him on probation for two years, 

In doing so, the learned jurist emphasized that he was not 
condoning the offence: “Stealing is stealing. It is never justi- 
fied.” 

But instead of blaming the defendant he laid the blame 
for the clerk's downfall at the door of the Commonwealth Bank 
officials who “dangled large sums ‘of money before him,” while 
underpaying him. 

WHITE SHIRT SALARY 

yp QUESTIONING THE ACCUSED,- the judge brought out 
that the man“had been employed by the bank for 15 years 

and was head of the analysis department—at a salary of $250 

per month. 

“The bank informs me you were one of its best men,” 
Judge Picard said. “You worked late hours and appeared to 
have the bank's interest at heart. 

“A man with your position at the bank has to maintain a 
certain standing in the community. If they expect you to 
wear a white shirt at work, they should pay a white shirt 
salary.” 

NOT CONDONED 

As THAT JURIST POINTED OUT, no one should condéne 
theft, whether it is from a bank or a store or anything 

else 

But thinking people will agree with his dictum that “white 

shirt”—or white collar—éalaries should be paid for white-collar 
jobs. And that large sums of money should not be “dangled” 
to tempt underpaid employees. 

I recall a similar action taken by a Quebec judge some years 
ago when a young teller was brought up for embezzlement, and 
whose miserable salary made the Detroit culprit's pay check 
seem like affluence 
BETTER PAID 

N MOST OF OUR CANADIAN BANKS the war's man-power 

shortage effected something which the occasional public 
protest had not been able to do—raised the pay of grossly- 
underpaid bank staffs 

Meanwhile the growing drift of bank clerks into other fields 
of business since the war has also served to keép up the rate 
of pay for those who elect to remain with our banking institu- 
tions 

And has also served to bring about a vast improvement in 
many which were sadly in need of improvement in prewar days. 
STILL TOO LONG 

JHETHER IT IS THAT THIS WEANING away of clerks has 

left some of our banks with short staffs or not, I don't 

know. . 

But I do know that scarcely a week passes without my being 
approached with pleas on behalf of those employees.who still 
have to put in exhaustingly long hours, as that Detroit defaulter 
did, 

Surely, if private business and industry can safeguard their 
employees’ health and happiness by 40—or at most 44-hour 
the banks can follow suit 

That’s why I have used that Detroit judge's observations. 
In the hope that by focussing public attention upon the few 
institutions that still do not play the game by their staffs in the 
matter of decent working conditions, the head offices of the 
offending banks will be shamed into doing so.

That is the clinical report of 
Harry A, Bullis, a top American 
food man who_ has just taken the 
food pulse of eight European 
countries.’ His diagnosis: A very 
sick patient, but nothing fatal 

And the prescription, declares 
Bullis, must be a continuous shot 
in the arm from America to 
pump into Europe food, hope 
and the means to stabilize her 
currencies, 

a dominant food industrialist 
from America’s isolationist belt, 
Bullis is president of General 
Mills in Minneapolis. But he is 
no isolationist himself, nor is, he 
& pessimist. 

When the nation’s food experts 
began analyzing the “war with 
bread” angles of the Truman 
doctrine last April, Bullis .em- 
phatically declared we must face 
the fact that we are in Europe 
for keeps, that we must pay the 
price for checking Russian ex 
pansion 

He is even more emphatic in 
that viewpoint after his - six 
week, first-hand study of Eng 
land,Germany,__Sweden,___ the 
Netherlands, Denmark, Belgium 
France and Switzerland 

“Europe,” he reports, “is like 
a person who has been very sick 
for a long time. But now she 
has begun t¢.convalesce.through 
natural forces—and doesn't real 
ize it yet. She thinks she 
really sicker than she is 


GERMANY BIG PROBLEM 

Three things—-food, hope, and 
stable currency—will “bring Eu 
rope |back ,to international 
health,” he declares And the 
U.S. must provide them 

“The basic problem is between 
state-controlled 
free enterprise on the American 
pattern,” Bullis believes “In 
other words, a battle between 
Communism and the American 
system.__And it's some fight. We 
can't let Russia control Furope 
To prevent it, we'll have to pay 
the price 

He found good reason for op 
timism in Britain, France, the 
Seandinavian countries, Belgium, 
and the Netherlands. Germany, 
he found, is our biggest interna 
tional problem. It's going to take 
lots of time and money to get 
Germany on her industrial feet 
again, but the job must be done, 
Bullis declares 

“Otherwise,” he warns, “Ger 
many will. pull the rest of Eu- 
rope down with her 

“We'll have to let Germany 
manage her own economy in her 
own way. And we must help her 
get her coal mines in the Ruhr 
going. “‘Incmy judgment, it world 
be unthinkable if the American 
Congress doesn’t do something to 
get raw materials and food to 
Europe.”

convalescence, “our job in Amer-
